whe formerly presided over the affairs of the 


son's command, in the vicinity of New Mad- 
rid, He is the came individual who made him- 
self notorious here several years ago for his 
gross attacks on the Germans and Irish, and 
was lately guilty of the same Indiscretion in a 
public speech in New Oricans.

brought here, and imprisoned in the same 
building which-he formerly ruled over as 
President ofa Medical Faculty.
